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INTRODUCTION 


This volume contains annual statistics of patients in mental 
and mental deficiency hospitals for the years 1957 and 1958. 


Previous supplements on mental health in this series have dealt 
with patients in designated hospitals who were under the provi- 
sions of either the Lunacy and Mental Treatment Acts or the 

Mental Deficiency Acts. By 1958 the modern attitude to mental 
i Sickness was finding expression in the de-designation of mental 


. 









eo, beds, so that patients could be admitted informally with- 
-. coming under the Acts, and at the same time patients in mental 
deficiency hospitals were reviewed and many of them recategorised 
So patients. 


In order to. preserve the continuity of the statistics, an 
attempt has been made to maintain the same bed coverage in 1958 
as in previous years, ignoring whether patients were statutory 
or informal. Owing to the rapidity with which changes were 


taking place in the hospitals, this attempt was not completely 


Successful and the figures for 1958 for mental hospitals are 


therefore somewhat understated. This defect will be remedied 
in the 1959 figures. In the following tables the totals of 


admissions, departures and discharges, deaths and resident popu- 


lations include all statutory patients for the years up to and 


including 1957, and for 1958 all statutory patients plus those 
informal patients for whom it was possible to obtain data.

Direct admissions continued to increase and, including the 
informal patients covered, by 1958 were in excess of the 1951 
admissions by 55 per cent for males and 61 per cent for 
females. 


First admissions showed relatively smaller increases, rising 
by 1958 to 27 and 31 per cent above the 1951 first admissions 
for males and females respectively. | 


The speeding up of discharge and departure is shown by the 
numbers for 1958 being nearly 80 per cent higher than in 1951. 


The downward trend in the resident population at the end of 
the year, which started in 1955, resulted in the numbers on 


the books at 31st December 1957 being approximately equal to 


the number in i951.

Direct admissions numbered 3,171 in 1957 and 4,191 in 1958, 
compared with 3,072 in 1956. Available beds in hospitals 
under the Regional Hospital Boards and in Rampton and Moss 
Side increased during the same three years from 50,400 to 
51, 341. 


Discharges and removals, numbering 2,490 in.1958, were 240 
less than in the peak year of 1956. 


The number of patients on the books at 3Sist December 1958 
was 10 per cent higher for males and 4 per cent higher for 
females than at the end of 1951.

Rates for admissions at all ages per 100,000 home population 
continued their upward trend. During the five years 1954 to 
1958, for example, first admission rates rose from 86 to 95 
for males and from 108 to 126 for females. Rates for 
admissions other than first increased over the same period 
from 54 to 79 for males and from 74 to 115 for females. 


The numbers of first admissions of elderly people aged 65 and 
over continued to increase. The numbers in this age-group 
in the population have also increased, but not to the same 
extent. Since 1954, for example, the numbers of first 
admissions and the corresponding rates per 100,000 home popu-

There was little difference between the number of first 
admissions in 1956 and 1957, either in the totals or in 
separate sex-age groups. 


At ages 15 and over for males and 10 and over for females, the 
proportion of first admissions was lower in 1957 than in 1956, 
indicating also a higher proportion of readmissions. 


First admission rates per 100,000 home population for males 
aged under 75 were either the same or higher in 1957 than in 
1956. For females, some decreases in 1957 were offset by 
increases in 1958, which might have been even greater had the 
figures for this year been complete. Despite the exclusion 
of some informal admissions, the rates at ages 65 and over 
showed substantial increases between 1956 and 1958.

8.5 months to 1 year 9.8 months for females, a trend consistent 
with the discharge of a larger number of patients toward the

In 1957 and 1958 the rates for males decreased to a minimum at 
ages 55-64 and increased in the higher age~-groups; those for 
females decreased with increasing age. 


Between 1951 and 1958 the male quittance rates increased at 
ages. 20-54 and 75 and over, but at ages 55-74 there was a 
decrease between 1957 and 1958. Female rates at ages 20-74 
showed steady increases, and the rate at ages 75 and over, 
despite oscillations, was higher in 1958 than in 1953.

(a). In 1954, 10.4 per cent of the patients admitted were not test— 
able and during 1955 to 1958 the proportion of patients 
untestable on admission remained at about one-tenth. The 
percentage for whom no test results were stated rose during 
the same period from 10.5 to 19.5. The proportion of patients 
whose intelligence quotient or mental age is unknown therefore 
rose from about 20 to 30 per cent. Notes on the index cards 
show that there is an increasing diversity in the tests used.

This table is comparable with Appendix Table A of the Supplement 
for 1954-1956, which gave patient movements in 1955. In addi- 
tion, the numbers of patients aged 65 and over at first admis- 
Sion are shown and also the ratios of admissions and of dis- 
charges and deaths for 100 staffed beds. 


There were 160 hospitals for which the numbers on the books on 
Sist December 1954 and 1957 could be determined. In 103 
hospitals the numbers had decreased by 1957 compared with 1954, 
and in.6 there was no change; in 51 hospitals, however, the 
numbers on the books had increased. 


The percentage of patients aged 65 and over among first 
admissions in 1957 was 24.6 for England and Wales as a whole. 
Admissions of elderly people varied from the numbers which 
would be expected on the basis of the national average. 
Allowing for such variations there was, on balance, an excess 
of elderly patients among first admissions in the four metro- 
politan regions, and the regions of East Anglia, Oxford and the 
South West, and a corresponding deficit in the regions of 
Newcastle, Leeds, Sheffield, Wales, Birmingham, Manchester and 
Liverpool. This indicates roughly an excess of elderly 
patients among first admissions to hospitals south of a line 
from the Wash to the Severn and a deficit among hospitals to 
the north. 


A number of the hospitals listed as taking mental patients have 
a very small number of beds and some of these are in fact 
already functioning as short-stay units, and therefore have a 
high rate of turnover. It was not possible to determine the 
exact number of available staffed beds in all hospitals. 

There were 111 hospitals for which the number of beds was known 
accurately, and the patient turnover as measured by the average 
of admissions and leavers per 100 staffed beds was calculated 
for these hospitals. The following table suggests that a 
higher rate of turnover is more likely in small than in large 
hospitals.
